Jack Maney and Jack Longstreet 


Are Stain, While Other Pros 
pectora Are Wounded in Fight 
Over Mining Properties 


Tonopah was excited 
Wednesday 


over the report that a bloody battle 
had occurred in the Kawich range 
about forty miles from that place and 
that Jack Maney and Jack Longstreet, 
two well known residents of the town 
had been slain, while two other men 
had been badly wounded. 
The report 


was that the fight had occurred over 
some mining property and that the 
men had fought with rifles until two 
were killed and the other two had 
fallen to the ground, helpless and un- 
able to continue the battle. Deputy 
Sheriff J. G. Gushing immediately left 
for the scene of the flght for the pur- 
pose of arresting those still alive and 
bringing home, the dead. Ralph War- 
dell and Frank May were the wound- 
ed men. 


From all particulars 
possible 
to 


learn, it seems that Longstreet and 
Maney, who were partners, had left 
Tonopah together the early part of 
the week and had gone to Long-street's 
ranch. 
From there they went into 


the mountains for the 
purpose 
of 


working some mining claims. At Gold- 
reed they met Frank May «uid Ralph 
Wardell, and engaged in a dispute 
over some mining claims. The trouble 
soon reached the fighting point and, 
armed with revolvers and rifles, the 
men began a battle to decide the own- 
ership of the claims. 


The men were all dead shots and It 


was not many minutes before all of 
them had been shot. 
Suddenly Long- 


street fell mortally wounded and In a 
few seconds a bullet lowered his com- 
panion, Maney. 
The other fighters 


were desperately wounded, and were! 
soon lying helpless 
on the ground 


where they would have died had not 
help been near. 


All circumstances 
of 
the 
battle 


could not be learned, but from reports 
circulated In Tonopah. the battle wan 
one of the bloodiest ever recorded In 
the history of mining duels. 
Many 


people In Tonopah think that the name 
May should be Ney, as not long ago 
Longstreet and Ney had a pitched bat- 
tle and when separated had threatened 
to meet each other at some future date. 
The report gives the name 
of 
the 


wounded man as May, but It 
is 


thought that a mistake has been made.

pected by agricultural officials to save 
immense amounts to capital by point- 
Ing out on what lines the sugar beet 
Industry should be instituted. Expe- 
riments made In 
localities 
ranging 


from New York to North Carolina and 
entirely across the continent, environ- 
ments which sugar beets require, soil, 
cultivation and the period of artificial 
fertilisation. Temperature, hours 
of 


sunshine and cloudiness, 
elevation, 


latitude and longitude1 are pointed out. 
The results indicate that low temper- 
ature is the greatest factor In pro- 
ducing beets with sunshine of next 
Importance.

WAR WILL NOT END 


T 


HE news of the fall of Fort Arthur has naturally 


brought up the inquiry: Will this have the effect of 


terminating the war? The Russians answer the question 


the negative. 
They say they will never permit the 
in 
Japanese to defeat them, that the war will go on for three 
or four years to come if it is necessary to spend that much 
time in whipping the little brown men. It is not altogeth- 
er certain that Russia will ever be able to win. 


At tha outbreak of th« war It waa confidently predicted 


that Japan would be reduced to submission within four 
Months. Nearly three times four months have elapsed 


since the first shot was fired and the Japs are farther 
from being defeated than ever. On the, contrary, they 
have made the only real progress of the war. The Rus- 
sians have gained no decided victory. Knropatkin's re- 
treat is admitted to have been masterly, but its results 
were only negative. He merely prevented the Japanese 
from destroying him. 


Now that Port Arthur has gone down tha Japanese will 


have an Immense advantage. For one thing, they have 
possession of the only ice-free port in Manchuria. Their 
command of Manchurian waters is not seriously disputed. 
They'have a naval base and there is nothing to prevent 
them from rushing thousands of reserves Into Manchuria 
aa they are needed. The army of Nogi is free *o co-oper- 
ate with the armies of Oyama; the fleet of Togo la free 
to operate against the Baltic fleet 


All this has been accomplished at tremendouj cost, but 


there Is no Indication that Japan's resources have been 
seriously impaired. She is mustering arming and equip- 
ping more men every day. Her ships Have been thor- 
oughly overhauled and repaired, new armament has been 
added to some of them and the fleet, as a whole, is in a 
high state of efficiency.

If Kuropatkin is routed and his 
army destroyed, the fact should mark the conclusion of 
the war. If, on the other hand. Oyama should be driven 
back, the war would not necessarily end because of Jap- 
an's superior facilities for getting men on'the ground.

In Manchuria. 
Both sides can now accede gracefully 


enough to a proposal for mediation by one of the neutral 
powers.—Bolt Lake Herald.
